THE  news  that  bellyflopping  has  become  a  respected  competitive  sport 
in  the  USA  and  Canada  must  be  of  significance  to  our  pool  users. 


Because  we  assuredly  have 
bellyfloppers  among  us  whose  grace 
and  beauty  in  performance  make 
them  poetry  in  aqua,  so  to  speak. 

Accordingly,  as  Tattersall's  can  send 
a  swimming  team  to  Maui  to  compete 
against  Hawaii's  and  America's  best 
(weight  forage)  and  earn  second  place 
among  all  the  teams,  the  mind  boggles 
at  what  our  best  bellyfloppers  might 
achieve. 

Look  at  the  material  we've  got.  For 
every  reasonable  swimmer  in  the  pool 
there  has  got  to  be  at  least  five 
promising  bellyfloppers. 

On  form  shown  daily,  we  can 
produce  champions.  Let  the  Western 
Australians  have  their  limp  fallers.  In 
NSW  we  can  produce  belly  flopping 
that  could  be  the  envy  of  the  civilised 
world. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  want  to 
better  their  techniques,  it  seems  that 
what  counts  in  bellyflopping 


competition  is  the  height  of  the  splash, 
the  degree  of  difficulty  and  artistry  in 
entering  the  water. 

In  this,  that  great  bellyflopper  and 
graceful  Canadian  champion  Brian 
Utley  showed  us  some  new 
dimensions  of  this  fascinating  sport  on 
a  recent  visit  to  Sydney. 

Interviewed  in  the  press,  this  grand 
master  of  the  art  pointed  out  that 
really  great  flops  are  not  only'  won  on 
style.  Contestants  are  also  marked  on 
their  poolside  personality  and  their 
costumes. 

He  confessed  modestly  that  in  the 
world  championship  he  wore  hot  pink 
tights  and  a  blue  tutu.  "Mostly,  I  gave 
lots  of  money  to  the  judge,"  he 
revealed. 

Seeing  as  it  was  a  contest  for  fairly 
large  people  only,  contestants  in  the 
bellyilop  trials  at  the  Sydney 
International  Boat  Show  were 
restricted  to  those  weighing  at  least 


114  kg  (Mr  Utley  is  a  willowy  140  kg). 

He  insists  the  great  bellyfloppers  of 
this  world  do  not  necessarily  have  to 
be  in  their  right  mind,  but  they  do 
need  to  be  over  18  stone  and  have  an 
IQ  of  less  than  100,  which  1  think  tends 
to  be  a  bit  restrictive. 

He  is  firm  on  the  fact  that  he 
bellyflops  because  he  enjoys  it.  "I  don't 
enjoy  hitting  the  water,  but  I  do  enjoy 
everything  else,"  he  say's. 

Truly,  there  is  a  new  dimension 
about  this  unique  sport  that  must 
appeal  to  the  Australian  quest  for 
perfection  in  the  most  difficult 
physical  feats.

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MAUI  SWIM  TOUR 


There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Maui 
Channel  Relay  is  a  unique  and 
demanding  event.  Most  people  would 
find  it  difficult  to  swim  for  10  minutes, 
let  alone  for  half  an  hour  at  blistering 
race  pace,  in  open  ocean  waters.  Yet 
through  the  "shark  infested"  waters  of 
the  Maui  Channel  the  Tattersall's 
swim  team  failed  by  just  one  minute  to 
win  the  prestigious  Duke  Bowl. 

This  year  27  teams  entered  the  race, 
each  team  comprising  six  swimmers 
who  had  to  swim  half  an  hour  each 
and  10  minutes  thereafter. 

The  race  began  in  fine  weather,  but 
choppy  waters  at  8.30  am  on  the  island 
of  Lanai.  John  Holt,  who  led  the  team 
away,  swam  an  amazing  first  leg  to 
lead  by  an  incredible  70  metres  over 
his  nearest  rival. 

When  Greg  Rogers,  our  third 
swimmer,  dived  in,  the  Tatt's  team 
was  about  50  metres  behind  the 
Hawaiian  A'  team.  How  this  man,  who 
just  six  weeks  previously  had  been  in 
intensive  care,  managed  to  almost 
grab  the  lead  is  a  tribute  to  courage,  a 
heart  as  large  as  Phar  Lap  s,  and  a  body 
impervious  to  pain. 


From  the  end  of  Greg's  leg  the  race 
was  a  dour  struggle  with  the  Hawaiian 
team  just  managing  to  maintain  their 
slight  lead. 

Ken  Morgan's  contribution  must  not 
go  unheralded.  His  three  hours  and  31 
minutes  of  constant  encouragement  at 
times  harassment,  left  him  hoarse  for 
a  day  but  pushed  the  team  beyond  the 
limits. 

Our  fervent  supporters  were  indeed 
surprised  to  see  the  team  arrive  in 
Lahaina  Harbour  so  close  to  the  lead. 
Many  of  the  more  knowledgeable 
pundits  rated  the  team  at  100-1. 

Two  days  later  John  Holt,  Alex 
Hillston,  Chris  Gunson,  Ken  Morgan 
and  Tony  and  Virginia  King  competed 
in  the  Honolulu  Roughwater  race  in 
which  there  were  1000  starters.  The 
race  is  over  2.3  miles,  which  is  a 
gruelling  test  of  individual  stamina 
and  endurance.  Unquestionably, 
Virginia  King  was  the  star  of  the  day 
swimming  the  race  in  a  fantastic  one 
hour  and  31  minutes,  beating  home 
two  unnamed,  rather  exhausted  Tatt's 
members.

Mr  and  Mrs  Wally  Tyler,  who  was  the 
pioneer  of  the  tour,  Mr  and  Mrs  Norm 
Rogers,  Max  Sernack,  Bobby  Lipina n, 
Arthur  O'Connor,  John  Stratton,  Mr 
and  Mrs  Frank  Hurley.  Tony  King  was 
team  manager  and  our  travel  was 
organised  most  efficiently  by  Bobby 
Lavigne  of  Astronaut  Travel. 

Without  doubt  the  trip,  both 
competitively  and  socially,  was  an 
outstanding  success  and  next  year 
there  is  every  chance  the  Duke  Bowl 
will,  for  the  first  time,  leave  American 
soil.
